City Hall Ceiling Gives 
Away; Glass, Debris Fall 

Injury was avoided when 
a portion of the Police De¬ 
partment ceiling at City 
Hall collapsed recently as 
Investigator Ch.rist e n s e n 
fortunately was not in the 
office at the time of the 
incident. 

’The collapse of a portion 
of the ceiling serves as a 
reminder to ernployees and 
public alike that the 42 year 
old City Hall structure is 
actually a hazard. Built to 
the construction standards 
of its day, the Sierra Madre 
City Hall has no reinforcing 
steel in its brick a,nd mor¬ 
tar construction thus repre¬ 
senting a.n' additional haz¬ 
ard and particularly in the 
event of an earthquake. 

In addition to its more 
obvious def icienci e s, the 
City Hall is continually be¬ 
set with electrical problems 
and requires constant repair 
and service. Internally, it 
has proved' to be inefficient 
in terms of providing pub¬ 
lic service. Visitors to City 
Hall are often shuttled ttp 
and down stairs between 
offices because of the lay¬ 
out of the building. 

City employees face not 
only the danger the City 
Hall building represents but 
are provided with less than 
adequate working facll i - 
ties. All this underscores 
the efforts of the City in de¬ 
veloping a new civic center 
complex. Now before the

Three Unions 
Fail To Sign 
Settlement 


Shopping comfort and 
convenience of millions of 
women In a third of South¬ 
ern California’s supermar¬ 
kets after midnight Mon¬ 
day, March 31 begair to de¬ 
pend today on the declsiona 
of one faction of three un¬ 
ion locals. 

It was ,up to Locals 770 of 
Los Angeles, 1222 of San 
Diego and 899 of Goleta to 
accept a new contract agree¬ 
ment worked out painstak¬ 
ingly by Robert K. Fox, 
president of the Food Em¬ 
ployers Council, with fellow 
unionists of six other locals 
— or go out on strike. 

The agreement was rati¬ 
fied almost immediately by 
the rank and file of the six 
unions at meetings held in 
their respective headquar¬ 
ters area communities. It 
was reached after round- 
the-clock bargaining at 
dawn Thursday morn 1 n g 
and rushed out to the mem¬ 
bers. 

The key to shqpp i n g 
peace now rested with the 
faction headed by Joseph T. 
DeSilva of Hollywood. Its 
package of 117 separtae pro¬ 
posals costing $1.7.5 per hour 
more in wages and fringe 
benefits — prepaid teenag¬ 
er a.u.to insurance, prepaid 
legal service, etc — still lay 
on the bargaining table 
with all its novel items. 

DeSilva said he would not 
strike on April 1 and offered 
to negotiate without a con¬ 
tract. He reschedu led a 
March 30 membership meet¬ 
ing, called to consider a 
strike for April 12 instead. 

Of his two satellite locals, 
1222 planned to meet on 
April 13 and 899 scheduled 
meetings for April 11 and 
13. 

DeSilva was formally ad¬ 
vised by Fox of the terms 
of the FEC settlement with 
the six locals Friday morn¬ 
ings. 

Fox planned to meet with 
the head of the -six unions 
and their International co¬ 
ordinator on Saturday for 
contract signing ceremonies. 

A meeting with DeSilva 
and the three locals was 
planned for Sunday for sub¬ 
mission of a final FEC pro¬ 
posal identical with the one 
which the six were signing. 

The etnoloyers were ada¬ 
mant about equal terms for 
all unions. They were also 
ready to keep the stores 
open and man them with 
housewives and other re¬ 
placements if the three un¬ 
ions decide to strike.

In Detroit, where even unskilled 
workers can earn about $3.60 an hour, unemployment 
stands at 6 per cent while employers are unable to find 
badly needed low-skill workers. At a restaurant, a man 
turned down $75 a week because he could get $56 tax 
free relief money just by staying home, and, morover, could 
save the cost of getting to and from the job.”
